Miss Hilda Willen, a Fionish girl,
aged 19 years, was accldentally shot
through the heart and killed last even-

ing at the home of Police Comumission-
er Cook. The shot was fired by Wil-
liam, the 14-year-old son of the police
commissioner, who i almost prostrat-
ed over the sad affalr, und who threat-

ened to take his own life after the

shooting.

~ The boy was brought down from his
home by Police Captain Gammal at
the request of Coroner Pohl and kept
at the coroner's office until the arrival

of District Attorney Allen. Meantime
H. F. Prael, Albert Dunbar and Dr. W,
C. Logan had asked the authorities to
release the lad, and when Mr. Allen
arrived the request was complied with.
The boy was given over to the cus-
tody of Mr. Prael, as nelther his father
nor mother was in the city at the time
of the accident. Mr. Allen sald he was
gatisfied the case was one of accidental
shooting, and that the condition of the
boy would only be made the worse by
detaining him.

Police Commissionsr Cook has been
absent from the city for almost two
years A few days ago Mrs Cook
went to Albany, this state, to attend
the funeral of her uncle, the late Judge
Flinn, and the house was left in charge
of the servant, Miss Willen. There are
\m children, one & girl, and Willie,
aged 14, is the eldest. Both Mr. and
Mrs. Cook returned to the city on last
night's train

Boy's Story of the Shooting.

Shortly after the shooting occurred
the boy was brought down to Coroner
Pohl's office by Captain of Police Gam-
mal and was there seen by an Astorian
representsative. The lad was weeping
bitterly during the interview, but be-
tween his sobs he related his story In
a straightforward manner, and later
repeated it to District Attorney Allen.
